attention bv a physician at Cochran 
but his death occurred at b o'clock, 
one hour and twenty minutes after 
the accident.

The message said Colonel Brown 
and his men of the Tenth Cavalry 
had been living for two weeks on beef 
and corn but that now a mining com­ 
pany has made available food and 
money and is sending a special train 
from the border to carry supplies.

about the White House. 
Little doubt 
remained but that the government will 
announce its intended action but the 
length the President may go was lit­ 
tle discussed by the officials. 
Secretary Lansing is reported to 
have additional proof tending to show 
that the Sussex was torpedoed by a 
submarine. 
The evidence was com­ 
piled by the French government and 
American m ilitary attacheeS. 
This 
government had numbers of dispatch­ 
es indicating that Germany had em­ 
barked on a new submarine campaign 
apparently regardless of assurances 
given the United S Dates government 
months ago. 
The apparent seriousness of the in­ 
ternational situation has been reflect­ 
ed the last few days hv the absolute 
secrecy both at the White House and 
state department. 
The lid on news 
has been clamped down. 
As fast as data comes into the 
state department it i* forwarded to 
President Wilson. 
During the last 
tew days state department messeng­ 
ers have taken a score of papers to 
tin* White House. 
Officials have said 
this government

courtesy will take no action until
